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4 HISTORY OF CIA ACTIVITIES IN VIETNAM - 1950-1963 


Introduction 

First, the period of re introduction of clandestine efforts 
in Vietnam (Indochina) ~ 1950 to 1953. This will 
cover the period of OPC and OSO operations and into 
the assignment of the first over-all Chief of Mission 
and up to the Dien Bien Phu incident. 

Seeoud, the period of French retrenchment, the Geneva Conven- 
tion and followup Vietnamese action, and the initial 
Agency US build-up - 1954 to 1957. This will include 
the shifting of Agency liaison effort from the French 
to the Vietnamese, the establishment and conduct of 
the Saigon Military Mission, the regrouping of Station 
operations out of the Embassy and USOM (USAID), and 
the assumption and solidifying of power of the Diem 
regime . 

Third, the period of Viet Cong quiescence, President Diem's 
slipping away from his initial position of strength 
(the denegration of his earlier principles of national 
improvement in favor of Ngo family pressures and goals), 
and the expansion of Agency activities - 1957 to I960, 

This will cover the termination of liaison with the 
French, the extension of Agency liaison relationships 
with the Vietnamese and their growing reliance thereon, 
the conduct of internal and external bi-lateral operations 
including the notable expansion of Agency operations 
in villages, hamlets and along the borders, the utili- 
zation of unilateral assets, the increase in support 
efforts, and the resurgence of Viet Cong attacks in 
South Vietnam. 

Fourth, the period of rapid Viet Cong growth with its increase 
in insurgency efforts and para-military deployment , 
the fall of the Diem regime and the Vietnamese junta 
assumption of power, the build-up of US military 
advisory activities, and the relinquishing of Agency 
control of bi-lateral para-military operations - 1961 
r to 1964. This will cover the evolution of Viet Cong 
techniques and procedures, the complementary actions 
or lack of action on the part of the Government of Vietnam 
(GVN) , the organization of CIDO and its operations, the 
working relationships with the US military and the Embassy 
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the Taylor Mission and followup interdepartmental 
efforts to transfer para-military operations from 
Agency control and direction, the handling of 
Operation SWITCHBACK , and the status of Agency 
Operations and the support thereof to the beginning 
of 1964
